IN ROME IN THE YEAR 1962 


The Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Public 
Health Nursing, through the public health nurse as its representative, 
offered public health nursing to individuals and communities. This 
was done by teaching and guiding families during visits to their homes 
and encouraging them to assume responsibility for improved health 
habits. The nurse provided leadership to community groups in evalu- 
ating thealth needs. She planned activities to meet these needs. Con- 
culation services available within the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare and other agencies were also used to help strengthen and augment 
the Community health program. 


Home visits have been made to all age groups to give health super- 
vision and demonstrations. 


The nurse conducted one child ‘health conference. Medical ex- 


-aminations and immunization against diphtheria, whooping cough, 


tetanus, polio and smallpox were given to infants and pre-school chil- 
dren by Harland G. Turner, M.D. 

The medical examinations of school-age children were continued. 
Health records were kept on all students and are filed by school per- 
sonnel, 

Individual hearing tests were done with the Maico Audiometer 
to all students. 

Immunization clinics were held at the school. Students received 
immunization against diphtheria, tetanus, polio and smallpox. 

Your public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation to the 
local volunteers who gave generously of their time and service during 
the various health activities.

This Town’s fiscal year finds the school department with a sub- 
stantial balance again but I feel that the explanation for this is very 
logical. First, the balance in the teaching account is because we were 
fortunate and did not need to employ many substitutes because of ill- 
ness; secondly, there were several secondary students who did not stay 
in school leaving a large surplus there. 

The request for next year’s operation is larger because we have 
only one student in secondary school that is a senior while there are 
nine eighth graders in the Rome School and one at Belgrade and we 
feel that we must plan on all attending some secondary school. 
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The increase in the budget for teachers’ salaries is due to two 
things — one in hopes that some day we may be able to keep a teacher 
for more than one year and because it is the trend statewide for in- 
creased pay for teachers. I feel fortunate in being able to employ as 
fine teachers as we have and am in hopes that I shall continue to be as 
fortunate. 

During the summer, we had two classrooms and the lower part 
of the hall painted and we are in hopes to do some more this summer. 
This is somewhat uncertain at this time because of the trouble that we 
are incurring with the furnace. We are in hopes that this trouble has 
been corrected. 

At this time, we are experimenting with a lunch program with 
some of the people giving free labor to operate a program for the school 
children. For this we are grateful, but I trust that if you are in favor 
of such a program, you will support it at the Town Meeting. Thank 
you—Parent-Teachers’ Club! 

Many other people have assisted the school and the educational 
program and I want to take this opportunity to thank each and every 
one of you who have given time or money or both for the support of 
your school. If you have any questions about the teaching of your 
children, please call at the school and talk the problem over with the 
teachers. If you have questions about any expenditure of money, please 
talk with your School Committee Members or come and talk with me 
about either of the above problems. It is necessary that everyone have 
an understanding of these important matters. 

Thank you all for the cooperation that you have given for the 
improvement of your school and the educational program. I trust that 
we may all continue to work for the best possible educational interests 
of your children.

FEBRUARY 1, 1962 TO JANUARY 31, 1963 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various officers 
of the Town of Rome has been completed for the municipal year ended 
January 31, 1963. The results are incorporated in the following com- 
ments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $5,374.68 was 
reconciled with a statement from the Depositors Trust Company, Oak- 
land, Maine. 

Accounts Receivable of $252.89 are balances due in 1960 from the 
State of Maine and the Town of Oakland for charity expenditures. 

Taxes Receivable of $2,636.49 included the uncollected balance of 
the 1962 commitment in the amount of $2,466.14 and prior years taxes 
amounting to $170.35. 

Tax Liens and Tax Acquired Property amounted to $363.54 and 
$652.92 respectively at the year end. 


LIABILITIES . . . Notes payable are reflected on the balance sheet 
under the heading DEBT FUND, and amounted to $10,000.00 at the 
year end, a reduction of $5,500.00 as compared with the preceding 
year. Thee notes are held by Waterville Savings Bank at 4°% interest 
and mature at the rate of $4,000 annually. 

Other liabilities include trust fund income held in the general fund 
checking account amounting to $131.24 and January withholding tax 
in the amount of $173.03. 


SURPLUS . . . Appropriation account balances of $3,844.47 car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year represent Educational and Civil De- 
fense balances. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to $5,131.78, 
at year end, a decrease of $1,783.33. This decrease was occasioned 
principally by a transfer to the note reduction account, an overdraft in 
the Aid to Dependent Children account, and an adjustment of prior — 
years taxes from 1950 to 1957,

TRUST FUNDS ... Trust fund principals totaled $1,340.69 at 
the year end while unexpended income amounted to $131.24. These 
are represented by time deposits of $1,340.69 with $131.24 due from 
the general fund. During the year under review, $2.62 was disbursed 
from the George Tracy cemetery trust fund. 


RECOMMENDATIONS . . . It is recommended that the 
town review its tax acquired property account for possible adjustments 
of loss in 1937, 1939, and 1941 tax liens. 

It is recommended that the town review its accounts receivable, 
consisting of 1960 charity balances due from the State of Maine and the 
Town of Oakland, regarding the possibility of their collection. 


GENERAL ...In my opinion the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting exhibits and schedules fairly present the financial post- 
tion of the Town on January 31, 1963, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.
